According to th e Alex ander Hamilton Institute, 
th e y ear 19 37 ended with th e rate of manufac­ 
turing activ ity in December ex tending its down­ 
ward p lunge to th e lowest p oint since November, 
19 34 wh en activ ity was not far above th e bottom 
of th e severe 19 29 - 19 32 recession. 
Th e index 
of factory outp ut was 75 in December as com­ 
p ared with 124 a t th e p eak of th e recov ery mov e­ 
m ent in Ap ril, a decrease of 39 .5 p er cent. Th is 
was a much more p recip itous drop th an th e de­ 
cline of 27.3 p er cent during th e latter p art of 
19 29 
Th e decline last y ear erased 71.0 p er cent 
of th e recovery from July , 19 32 to Ap ril, 19 37. 
Th e Institute adds: ‘‘It is ap p arent th at th e 
v alue of factory outp ut in December was close to 
a sufficiently low level to p rov ide th e basis, un­ 
der normal conditions, for some recov ery in 
th e not distant future. Such a recovery , h owever, 
may be ch aracterized by a lack of vigor because 
of th e h amp ering effect of last y ear’s ov er ex ­ 
p ansion.” 
It must also be taken into account th at in 
p rev ious p eriods of economic recov ery after a 
rap id drop in p roduction and consump tion th e 
element of fear and uncertainty of p ossible gov­ 
ernment interference in business, federal com­ 
p etition with business, and a th reat of inflation 
was absent. Th ere is such fear and uncertainty 
abroad now and it may well defeat recov ery un­ 
less it is dissip ated. W h at business now needs 
more th an regimentation or loans is th e assur­ 
ance th at it can go ah ead into a normal season 
of ex p ansion with out th e deterrents mentioned 
above. Here is someth ing worth th inking about.

WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN 
World ex citement ov er th e Austrian situation, 
brough t about by th e belief th at Nazi Germany 
seeks to swallow th e little nation and make it a 
p art of th e Reich , recalls some interesting h is­ 
tory of a h alf-dozen Ny ears ago. 
In 19 31 rep ublican Austria and rep ublican 
Germany agreed on a credit union. At th at time 


Germany was working under a constitutional 
gov ernment and its elected leaders were seeking 
desp erately to p ut th e country on its feet again. 
It was believed th at such a working ag r e e m e n t 
with Austria would be h elp ful to both nations. 
But th e League of Nations, by a vote of 8 to 7, 
acting on p ressure from France, v etoed th e cus­ 
toms union. 
No one th ing contributed more to th e rise 
of Hitler to p ower th an th is one act. Germany 
was unarmed and almost p rostrate before h er 
former foes, comp elled to “sign on th e dotted 
line wh enev er th e allies wanted any th ing. Her 
p eop le regarded th is veto of th e customs union 
as national h umiliation. Hitler, wh o was cam­ 
p aigning for p ower th en, was quick to seize on 
th e issue. He p romised th e German p eop le th at 
if elected to office h e would end all th is h umili­ 
ation and th at th e nation would regain its self 
resp ect. 
Th e p eop le finally believed Hitler and elected 
h im to p ower. We all know wh at h as h ap p ened. 
Th e Rh ineiand h as been refortified and th e 
nation rearmed. France is now facing th e p ros­ 
p ect of an ansch luss between a m ilitant auto­ 
cratic Germany , wh ich h as lost all its demo­ 
cratic asp irations, and a h elp less little autocracy . 
Perh ap s if th e French h ad been foresigh ted 
enough six y ears ago to p ermit th e customs union 
between Germany and Austria to go th rough 
with out p rotest, th e German rep ublic migh t still 
be in ex istence and th e outlook more p eaceful. 
Certainly nobody outside Germany , least of all 
France, h as benefitted by th e ex ch ange of Dr. 
Curtius for Adolp h Hitler, in Germany .

Washingto n, Feb. 27 (ZP)—Hun­ 
gary rev iv ed the who le questio n 
o f war debts to day by anno unc­ 
ing a pro po sal fo r settling her 
o bligatio n to the United States. 
She o ffered to pay “o ne hun­ 
dred cents o n the do llar” o f her 
o riginal indebtedness, but minus 
interest. 
Pay ments wo uld to tal $1,207,- 
000, div ided into 30 annual no n- 
interest-bearing installments o f 
abo ut $39,000. The o riginal debt 
was $1,68 5,000, fro m which Hun­ 
gary wo uld subtract the amo unt 
she already has paid o n interest 
and principal—$478 ,000. 
Hungarian Minister Jo hn Pel- 
eny i in a statement, said the pro ­ 
po sal: 
Has no thing to do with the 
debts o f any o ther co untry to ­ 
ward the United States; 
Has no thing to do with any 
trade agreement with the United 
States, which Hungary do es no t 
co ntemplate at present, and 
Has no thing to do with the 
Jo hnso n act, since Hungary do es 
no t desire further lo ans in the 
United States. The act fo rbids 
further lo ans to delinquent na­ 
tio ns.

Hungary ’s debt to this co untry 
aro se thro ugh the purchase o n 
credit o f 13,8 90 to ns o f flo ur in 
the famine y ear o f 1920. 
Her pro po sal was disscussed by 
President Ro o sev elt with Secre­ 
taries Hull and Mo rgenthau and 
co ngressio nal leaders last Thurs­ 
day . It bro ught o ppo sitio n fro m 
so me co ngressmen o n the gro und 
that it co uld be used as a preced­ 
ent by o ther and bigger debto rs. 
Under the present debt-fund­ 
ing arrangem ent Hungary wo uld 
pay $77,000 fo r ano ther 50 y ears 
United States debt ex perts cal­ 
culated that the new pro po sal, i 
applied to all go v ernmental debt­ 
o rs to this co untry , wo uld mean 
a scaling do wn o f the indebted­ 
ness fro m appro x imately $12,- 
000,000,000 to $7,500,000,00. 
An adv antage o f the settle­ 
ment, they said, wo uld be th at 
war debts wo uld be ex tinguished 
in 3 y ears instead o f half-a-cen- 
tury . 
Britain wo uld receiv e the great­ 
est benefits under such a refund­ 
ing as Hungary pro po sed be­ 
cause she also has* already paid 
abo ut $2,000,000,000 to ward her 
debt.
